street; Gov. C. C. WanZmidt's estate 
on Pelham and Mill streets; 
the Wil 


Ham H. Ashhurst estate, corner Bellc- 
vue Avenue and Bench street; the 
Joshua Sayer estate-on.Pelbnm, Spring 
and Mill streets; the Nichols estate on 
Marlboro' aud Farewell street; the 
Coe estate, so called, on Thames street; 
the Caleb Johnson estate ou Thames 
and Cross streets, at tho junction of 
Bridge, and Charlen.P. .Barber's estate 
oh Mill and Frank streets. 


Thus It will bo seen that several most 


excellent sites have already been offer- 
ed, which is a most .encouraging Ili'Ht- 
itop. The Coo estate .has long been 
talked of as bcing.one of.the best avail- 
able sites for a new CltyJIall, but with 
tho growing feeling-that such an.institu- 
tion, which, judging from the past, will 
havo to servo the future citizens of New- 
port for many generations, should not 
ho located ou Thames street, it is prob- 
able somo of tho other offers will ro- 
eeivo equally favorable .consideration. 
The Van Zandt and Saycr estates, if 
united, would certainly-inaku a most 
imposing situ, fronting, as it docs, upon 
three good streets—Spring, 
Pelham 


and Mill—and 
it .rnUht -prove the 


happy medium between .those who 
want Thames street and those who 
want to go on to tho.Ilill. 


The Van Zandt mansion.could he 


moved to the upper part of the lot, in 
a line with Burlingham's Hall, leaving 
with the Say«r property, a square of 
some forty thousand foot, accessible to 
all. But there are other-excellent sites 
yet to be considered, therefore : it may 


- be best not to antfdpate.

But finding no 
further trading with the Spaniards pos- 
sible and things getting pretty hot gen- 
erally, we picked up anchor and made 
for San Diego. There we found the 
American sloop-of-war, Siam, Captain 
Dupont, with a prize schooner loaded 
with cologne, which had 
been cap- 


tured down the coast. The schooner 
was manned by a guard 
awaiting 


orders from Commodore Slinbrick who 
was at Monterey with the Independence. 


"Onboard the prize schooner I found 


an old schoolmate, Charlie Allen, of 
East Boston, and wo had long talks to- 
gether. One day he said to me: 'Harry, 
why the devil don'tyou run away from 
that old stink-tub there and join us of 
tlie man-of-war; wo could have some 


L used to be a pretty hard ticket in 


those days and my life on board the 
Tasso was no better than a dog's. The 
mate and I were always fighting—I 
would bo tight one day and he would 
pound mo terribly;and then he would 
be tightand I sober and I'd thrash him, 
and BO it went. Soli thought considera- 
bly of what Charlie's suggestion until 
I met him again when he said: 'Harry, 
it will bo my watch on deck tonight 
from 10 to 2 o'clock and if you will run 
away I'll stow you away on board the 
schooner.'

Wo start- 
ed, Midshipmen Lewis and Sciink be- 
ing in charge, and had proceeded but a 
few lengths before 1 recognized the 
ship as the Admittance of Boston, and 
I so stated, but was laughed at with'oh, 
you know too much.' Wo pulled close 
up under her stern which was cover- 
ed with canvas painted black. I then 
said, so that tho midshipmen could hear 
mo, that under that canvas was tint 
American coat-of-arms all carved out 
in full bloom, but to no effect. We then 
boarded her, the officers going to the 
cabin, and as I went over the rail I saw 
the old cook, a Chinaman, who I knew 
woll.and ho saluted me with: 


'Hullo dar, Devil's skin: you dar/ 


Come licali.muspcakeo you!' So I went 
witli him into the galley and there he 
told me the whole story about the ship. 
Old Peterson (tho captain; Dutch Pe- 
terson wo used to call him) had killed

Wo 
feel these hardships more, perhaps, be- 
cause soldiers, who are in tho regular 
army, tell us their colonels do the most 
of tlioir drilling in the cool of the day. 
Our colonel seems to select tlie very 
hottest part for us. lie has won tlie 
illwill of the whole regiment and some 
of the men in the regiment threaten 
to shoot him for being so hard on them 
at tlie first opportunity. But threats 
don't kit I, you know. 
July 13.—1 must tell you of a curious 


incident that happened while a few ol 
us were aboutto lake a bath at the 
stream this morning. As we nearctl 
tlie stream a small dark colored bird, 
about the size of a robin, camo flying 
towards us, apparently angry and ex- 
cited as if to attack us for entering (he 
stream. Some of the hoys looked for a 
stick or a stone to drive it away, but 
Randall said "don't hurt it; something 
is the matter with it." 
And while look- 


ing at it in the tree overhanging the 
stream to which it flew, Charlie Bur- 
nett said, "There's a snake climbing 
out to its nest," and we were then 
aware that the bird was trying to cot 
our assistance, so we stoned the snake 
and killed it (it was about 5 feet long), 
after which tbe bird perched itself on 
a branch near its nest, in which were 
Its young, and poured forth its soul in 
song, then lifted its wings and silently 
glided away.

lieated in before a brisk fire, which 
often causes a smarting sensation, but 
the roughest of hands by this treatment 
will often be restored to their natural 
condition by one application. If every 
one could but know the healing proper- 
ties of so simple a thing as a little mut- 
ton suet, no housekeeper would ever be 
without it. Get a little from your 
butcher, try it out yourself, run into 
small cakes, and put away ready for 
use. For cuts and bruises it is almost 
indispensable, and where there are 
children always there are plenty of 
cuts and bruises.

One evening they wer 
informed that a Uritiih courier, Kit 
two guards, would pass that way wii 
important dispatches for a British pv« 
beyond.

Clover Seeding. 


Although clover is an old and stand- 


ard crop it is by no means sufficiently 
well appreciated. Ajid, as might be ex- 
pected from an inadequate idea of its 
Tmluo, it is not as liberally treated as it 
deserves. Now that clover seeding is a 
seasonable work we would impress up- 


.. ofl our readers the desirability of a lib- 


eral amount of need. The days of six- 
pound-per-acre sowing arc 
passed. 


This might be sufficient when the soil, 
.rich in fertility, afforded ample nutri- 
ment to produce large, spreading plants 
with abundant roots to cover and (ill 
the ground. Now the soil must be fed, 
.and not one farmer in a thousand can 


, feed it to repletion. 
Consequently 


-.•.inore seed is required, as the plants 


are weaker and occupy less room. A 
. peck of clover and the same of timothy 
is little enough foran acre of ordinary 
:larm land and will be found more satis- 


' factory than thinner seeding. At the 


same time it is desirable to treat the 
land liberally as regards manuring. 
We could take a lesson from the Eng- 
lish farmers in this respect, for they 
summer fallow and manure the land 
well before it is sown with grass or 
clover, and the English meadows are 
one of the wonders of the world. 


Position of Farmers. 


In the industrial development of 


modern times pur farmers have been 
able to maintain a personal freedom 
and. independence unknown and im- 
possible in most other walks of life. 
They have comfortable homes; they 
are dependent upon no one but them- 
selves for their daily bread; they are 
able to acquire an adequate compe- 
tence: they are secure from commercial 
risks and ruin, and they are not so far 
removed from social advantages as 
many suppose.

Passing from this preliminary, I 


Slather a-jrcea that "the blue-flsh ii 
destructive animal which 
consumes 


more than it is worth," but retuses to 
believe Mr. liabson's further declara- 
tion that "inking menhaden by tho use 
of tlie purse seino has not the slightest 
effect on the great body of fish;" ami 
he talks about man "upsetting tbe bal- 
ance" "among tlie birds, the beasts, or 
the fishes." No doubt Mr. Babsou 
spoke in a relative rather than an ab- 
solute sense; and it may safely I'O ad- 
mitted that taking several hundred 
million merihaden does have some effect 
in diminishing the absolute total which 
the sea contained before the fishermen 
began their season's work. 
Yet Mr. 


Babson's words ire actually and almost 
literally true. These fish, among the 
most 
prolific of animals, spawn in 


countless 
numbers and swarm over 


thousands of miles of coast. All the 
naturalists ngrco that if incalculable 
quantities of the spawn and young fry 
of fishes in the great deep were not de- 
stroyed in I he 
continual 
OOUI-KB of 


natural agencies far more potential 
than any which man "with his superior 
intelligence" can apply, the waters 
would be filled with their increase. 
Bnffun, one of the great students of 
natural science, estimated that if a 
pair of hurrin!r—of which family tho 
menhaden is a species—were left with 
ilioir progeny free to breed undisturbed 
for 20 sears, the bulk of fish produced 
in that time would be equal to that of 
the globe on which wo live. 
A incn- 


liadcn averaging in weight a pound, 
•ould produce 00,000 or more eggs, and 


if even one tenth were to grow up to 
be good fish like their pas and mas, it 
is easy to see that Mr. liabson's remark 
is entirely correct. 
And moreover, 


what is exactly to tho point here, all 
the modern scientists who have inves- 
tigated fish-olofjy, with the help of im- 
proved processes, extended researches 
and liberal governmental aid, unite in 
the belief that man is not an apprecia- 
ble factor in tho destruction of sea 
fishes. Of course this view may not 
upset the theoretical "balance" b> 
which Mr. Mather clings, since in all 
ages men with theories have held to 
them in spite of facts; but to the aver- 
age mind it will be apt to carry convic- 
tion. 


Even Mr. Mather seems to feel the 


force of this solid truth standing up 
immovably against the assault of this 
theory; for he attempts to belittle the 
testimony of Huxley, who, with Tyn- 
dall, the two great English explorers m 
this field, pursued a three-years in- 
quiry into the causes of tlm alleged 
scarcity of food fishes in Ilritish waters 
and concnrred in the above o'ncluaion, 
anil who have never retracted or modi- 
fied one word of the declaration then 
made; and he also seeks to break the 
current of scientific support which this 
truth has received 'by claiming, infer- 
entially, that Mr. McDonald, the pres- 
ent head of the U. S. Fish Commission, 
differs from his two predecessors in 
that office, basing this claim on a re- 
port to which ho contributed 14 years 
ago when a subordinate officiT of the 
commission—a claim which, whatever 
weight it may once have hnd, we have 


very reason to believe does not now 


consist with the fact. Mr. McDonald is 
not alone in having abandoned the the- 
ory of "a balance among tlio fishes' to 
which he once adhered. 
Prof. Bairu, 


the first head of the commission, enter- 
ed upon his now function with an im- 
pression that' the operations of the 
menhaden oil factories must necessari- 
ly tend to diminish the food for edible 
species, and argued in his firnt report 
that the menhaden fishery should be 
restricted on that account. l!ut inves- 
tigation enlightened his mind, to which 
truth was ever welcome, and he bravc- 
lv acknowledged his 
error. 
Prof. 


Roode, his successor, 
unreservedly 


maintained the same truth. 
TVe be- 


lieve Mr. McDonald shares their belief. 
In the rcwnt hearings three at his as- 
sistants, Mr. Kuril, Mr. Hean, and Mr. 
Collins, who for some years ho.ve car- 
ried on the actual work of tho commis- 
sion's investigations Into this branch 


ral fishery Ipqnlry, li'slilled 


with hook and line, and on the other a 
substantial industry employing mil- 
lions of capital and hundreds of men, 
and yielding useful products valued at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


The spirit in which Mr. Mather, who 


does not therein differ from other op- 
ponents of this great industry, sitting 
at his comfortable desk and "slinging 
ink" with all the coolness of a profes- 
sional critic, deals with the topic, may 
be seen from his paragraph advocating 
restricting the opening of the menha- 
den season untiljuly 1st, and closing 
with the words "but the menhaden 
men, 
like most fishermen, want no re- 


strictions on their business; they want 
the last fish and want it now, no matter 
what may be the future consequences." 
Why not say "other men," since no 
one, on land any more than on water, 
wants restrictions on his business un- 
less they are found by experience to bo 
needed for the benefit of other people, 
the protection of society in general, or 
the preservation of his own industry 
against the "future consequences" of 
excessive groed or unwisely destructive 
methods? Why calmly ignore 
the 


facts that "the menhaden men" have 
millions invested iu costly steam and 
sail vessels, boats, nets, factories, ma- 
chinery, scrap house, and platforms, 
and other agencies of their business, 
adapted to it, but almost useless for 
my other use, and that, liku other men 
with such interests at stake, they 
might fairly bo supposed to havo as 
strong and as intelligent a desire to be- 
ware of "future consequences" as any 
......

HAVANA, April 14. 


A writer from San Juando los Reme- 


dies, one of tbe finest farming districts 
of this Island, says "that scarcely a day 
passes tbat he does not have to lament 
some disgraceful act ef tbe bands of 
thieves and robbers in tbat jurisdiction. 
It appears tbat tbere are three bands of 
tbese marauders, composed of eight 
men each, who, while operating, iu 
these localities, keep iudireclcominuu- 
icatiou with each other.' Every day 
there are robberies and attempts to se- 
quester people, persons being attacked, 
wounded and assassinated. There is 
no security of person or property. The 
honest man is not (he permitted man- 
ager of his own affairs, nor can bo go 
freely about In pursuance of his occu- 
pation without being accompanied by 
an armed force to protect him. The re- 
sult of all this is a general disgust and 
loss of confidence in the security of life 
and property. No one is inclined to 
employ his capital in any business, be- 
cause neither life nor property ia safe. 
This condition of the country is attrib- 
uted to the lack of .the exorcise of offi- 
cial power such as existed under the 
administration of Governor Zagastl, 
and municipal aldermen like Marcos 
Garcia, former officers in this district, 
and it appears that there is no other 
remedy for this state of affairs than for 
tbe honest people to band together for 
th* general defence and oppose these 
outlaws with armed force." 


So much for Remedies, situated some 


three hundred miles esst from here. 
Let us now see what is going on daily 
and nightly in the City of Havana, witb 
its 200,000 inhabitants besides nearly 
100,000 more within-a radius of ten 
miles from its centre.. To-day this 
great city is without a regular police 
force, and only guarded by details from 
" 
Orden Publico," who go in pairs

tor them? In brief, why not give them 
credit for ordinary common sense? 
The truth is that "the menhaden," 
while they do not want any senseless, 
absurd and foolish restrictions, which 
would hamper or destroy (the bills so 
far proposed in Congress go the length 
of total destruction) Iheir business, 
without effecting any good or useful 
purpose whatever, arc perfectly willing 
to submit in any rational and proper 
restriction that can bo shown to have 
the reasonable prospect of promoting 
n public or private object worthy of 
legislative intervention. So far 
are 


Ihuy from having or acting upon the 
ruthless "last fish" spirit attributed to 
them by their reckless censor, that the 
factory owners in that vicinity, now 
tliat, the pending bill in Congress is 
dead beyoml the power of present re- 
surrection, have voluntarily agreed not 
tn open their works for business until 
July I, 1888, being moved thereto solely 
bv roaard to the prevalent low prices 
iiinl poor prospect for their products. 


Mr. Mather is as wide of the mark in 


tliis criticism as he is in his subsequent 
statement of an alleged fact, to wit: 
That tlie "supply of whales" is "nearly 
extinct, and no doubt would havo been 
entirely so lint for the introduction of 
petroleum as a substitute for their oil." 
The "supply of whales," although they 
are a totally different marine animal 
from the menhaden and bring forth 
their young one at a birth, was adequate 
to maintain a licet of 600 American 
vessels, beside a great, number of other 
nationalities, and the yield of oil was 
increasing, up to the lime, before the 
use of petroleum on any large scale 
began, when other forces operated to 
start tbe decline iii the whale fishery 
which had not yet ceased, nnl which, 
bin. for the remarkable price of whale 
bone—no sufficient xiihmitiite being yet 
found for it- would havt gone much 
further than it has done, quite regard- 
less of the "supply of whales." 
There 


B no good reason to doubt that whales, 
of all the recognized varieties, if not 
[ully as abundant as they ever were, arc 
yet so far from "extinct" that man 
"with his destructive 
agencies and 


superior intelligence" will not live long 
enough to see the "last fish." 


Finally, the "balance" theory dues 


not balance in its application ti> deni- 
zens of the great deep; and whether it 
fits all the facts in connection with tho 
existence of land animals may gravely 
be doubted. 
It certainly is :i poor 


substitute for verified and established 
facts upon which the only safe, only 
scientific, only American doctrine of 
freedom of fishery rights in the open 
seas securely stands. 
"The menhaden 


men" ask no privilege: they want no 
exclusive right; they neither derire nor 
do they obtain any advantage over 
other modes of fishing; they inflict no 
damage on any other fishery interest, 
and they simply seektokcepleeislative 
hands off their business 
until Mr. 


Mather and its other opponents prove. 
if they can, some of their unfounded 
assertions. 
Beliefs and theories, how- 


ever honestly held, are not a sufficient 
basis for legislation to proceed upon; a 
reasonable degree of certainty and 
knowledge is essential.
